Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is now offering training seminars on the new energy 
code. Architects, engineers, interior designers, 
contractors and others are encouraged to attend. For 
more information about the training schedule and 
registration, and to see the content of the new 
requirements, visit the BBRS Web site at 
www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for schedule and 
meeting information, call/write the BSA at 617-951- 
1433x221/bsa@architects.org.

$15,000 grant spurs livable 
New England initiative

“Green” lessons learned 
in Pennsylvania 


“Guidelines for High-Performance Buildings” is the 
title of both a book and a video describing the South 
Central Regional Office Building now being called 
Pennsylvania's “first green building”. Members of 
the BSA’s sustainable-design working group, the 
Committee on The Environment (formerly 
Architects for Social Responsibility) have been 
analyzing the Pennsylvania experience. 


While the Pennsylvania building leaves a lot to be 
desired in terms of design in its suburban-style 
parking lot, the 73,000-sf regional headquarters 
building in Harrisburg has all the off-the-shelf 
sustainable technologies that we should be 
implementing immediately in all of our commercial 
office buildings in Massachusetts. 


Some of the highlights of the Pennsylvania project 
include these: 


© Enhanced indoor daylighting with combination 
exterior sunshading devices and light shelves 
complemented with Armstrong's “Reflectance” 90% 
reflective acoustical tile ceiling. 


© High indoor air quality provided by a raised- 
floor/displacement ventilation system allowing a 20- 
30% energy savings over conventional dropped- 
ceiling HVAC systems with no added floor height. 
Raised-floor systems allow greater flexibility for 
altering office interiors and higher occupant 
satisfaction with easily adjustable “high induction” 
floor diffusers located conveniently at each 
workstation. Through the application of “DOE 2” 
energy modelling, Pennsylvania was able to 
demonstrate a 50% reduction in energy use when 
compared to its baseline building with a final 
annualized energy bill of 75¢/sf. 


© The A/C system uses gas-absorption technology 
with desiccant enthalpy wheels that allows humidity 
to be removed from the air before being cooled to 
design temperatures and thus reducing the cooling 
load by 25 tons. 


© Green materials include 100% recycled plastic 
synthetic fiber coverings on Knoll office systems; 
Interface Carpets, the manufacturer, takes carpet 
back for full recycling; decorative wall panels are 
Phenix Bio-Composites, a formaldehyde-free bio- 
fiber particle board made of natural wheat. 


The analysis of the Pennsylvania project was done by 
working group members Stacey Thomas, Charlotte 
Matthews, Affil.

Help us help kids help us 


Learning By Design in Massachusetts (LBD) is the 
collaboration that brings architecture into the 
classroom, teaches teachers about the power of using 
design curricula in the classroom, helps young 
people understand the relationships among 
buildings, communities and the natural and built 
worlds, educates the next generation of designers 
and community leaders, and empowers the next 
generation to build a better future. 


LBD offers programs to K-8 students and their 
teachers. Programs include six-week architect-in- 
residence programs, one-day children’s workshops, 
curriculum consultation and teacher training. LBD 
is advised by a steering committee of architects and 
educators and led by Polly Carpenter AIA and 
program director/trainer Jan Ham. 


Since the BSA and the Architectural Education 
Resource Center initiated the program a year ago, 
we have heard from a number of schools, begun 
working with children and have trained several 
dozen architects and teachers to use design curricula 


in their classrooms. In addition to the enthusiastic 
response, LBD has received two start-up grants from 
the Boston Foundation for Architecture and the 
American Institute of Architecture College of 
Fellows.

Since the BSA acquired and occupied The Architects 
Building over a decade ago, the single most 
consistent complaint about the building has been the 
inappropriate and inadequate lighting in the fifth- 
and sixth-floor meeting rooms. 


The problem is solved. An extraordinary project 
team of lighting design expert Jeff Berg AIA (Berg/ 
Howland Associates), Ken MacLean AIA (Amsler 
Woodhouse MacLean Architects) and John Koning 
(State Electric Corp.), assembled at the direction of 
1999 BSA President Charles Tseckares FAIA, 
analyzed the problems (inadequate lighting fixtures, 
too few lights, wrong kind of light, etc.) and 
designed and installed the solution over the past 
several months. The project team came in on 
budget, on schedule and in amazingly good spirits.

The lighting now includes a mix of gallery lights and 
warm fluorescents that may be used in a half-dozen 
different combinations to provide the best possible 
lighting (or absence of lighting) for everything from 


committee meetings to cocktail parties to workshops.

Who should get credit for design work ? 
In the past decade, 10 major decisions on cases 
brought before the AIA National Ethics Council fo- 
cused on the issue of taking or giving appropriate 
credit for design work.
